Fitch describes the terrible strain put ] 
upon the workers in the steel mills of i 
Pitt-^burg, where thousands of their 
employes are made to work twelve! 
hours day in and day out. .An ingeni- ! 
mis—and admittedly effective—way*of 
inducing the men to turn out more 
work i> described in detail by Mr. 
Fitch and is quoted from his article 
as fr>}low.s: ^ 

"The bonus^ system has made 
drivers out of the foremen—'pushers* 
is the correct word in Pittsburg—but 
after all there is aiKihrr element more 
important than any of these. Every 
man whose energy or skill can have 
the slightest effect on size of output is 
paid by the ton of product The others 
are paid by the day. In iSQi* there 
began at Homestead, a custom of 
judicious rate-cutting. When this 
began, the men hurried a little more 
and brought the tonnage up so that 
thrir earnings were as large as before. 
Then the rate was cut again, and 
again tonnage leaped. This is the key¬ 
stone of the whole system. A reduo- 
tion in earnings ntrans a sacrifice to 
any man. whether the old rate w'as 
high or low, and he will work harder 
to get back to the accustomed level 
than he ever would ha^ w’orked to 
raise it.**

[more for his money. But the evolu* 
|ttonary Socialist sees in thia steady 
'Unfolding of purpose an inspiring 
grandeur which makes his work kin 
with the great creative eflortt of na¬ 
ture herself. 

We have sometimet heard the bi>aft 
that the votes given to such and such 
a candidate have been Socialist votes. 
The candidate who polls Socialist 
votes only is a great failure, because 
he has not succeeded either in im¬ 
pressing himself upon hit constitu¬ 
ency or in winning the support of any 
of the Socialistic electors. And if to 
this it be replied that Socialist elec¬ 
tors alone wdll support a Socialist 
policy in parliament, oor comment is 
that that is a profound mistake. For 
the Socialist in parliament is bring¬ 
ing Socialism about from the prob¬ 
lems now ripe for settlement and vast 
masses of people who are not 
cialists agrcF vvith him in his solu¬ 
tions.

Why not pass a minimum wage 
law? There are two reasons. 

First, It smacks of paternali-rh. It 
is a step forward toward Socialism, 
under which benign rule the *tate. 
an unknown entity, become* re¬ 
sponsible for the individual. It is not 
all of Socialism, but just a bite of it.

OnTy recently the fegidature of 
New York passed a law limiting the 
hours during which bakers may be 
employed, as it had been unquestion¬ 
ably shown that many of the b.ike- 
shops in the state employed men in 
vile surroundings and for unrea«on- 
ably 1on«' hours. 

Immediately, by a four-to-five vote, 
the supreme court declared against 
the law because workmen mu«i not be 
deprived of their ‘'liberty of contract." 
; In other words, men must have the 
"liberty" to work in rile • conditions 
for hours unreasonably long. It is an 
illegal thing to protect them from 
making such a "contract.** 

Is that common sense? Or justice? 
No. Juj.1 law. 

And yet even the courts progress. 
This was strikingly shown in Illinois 
in the matter of the ten-hour law for 
women. In 1895 a law was passed 
limiting the hours during which 
women could be employed to eight 
hours per day , The supreme court 
declared it uoconstituuonal, because 
it violated the "liberty of contract.” 

But in 1909. fourteen years later, 
the Illinois legislature passed a ten- 
hour law for women, and the supreme 
court upheld it! 

The consfilution did not change, 
but the interpretation did.

1 suppose, as the em-.ncipa- 
tion of slaves came. The idea will

."ind then it will come, and many who 
own land will do as did those who 
owned serfs, voluntarily give if to 
their tenant*.

them accurately Our fundamental 
objection to all phrases which smack 
of the revolutionary Socialism of the 
middle of the last century is, that 
they assume, and get one into the 
mental habit of assuming, that we 
still are where Marx and KngcU were 
when they wrote the Communist 
Manifesto, whereas the fact is. the 
river has run down since then. Time 
has left the dogma behind. 

One of the curiosities of some sec¬ 
tions of the Socialist movement is 
their ecclediastical frame of mind. 
They worship w’ith the blind ardor 
of a medieaval saint. That is not at 
all bad. but it may be dangerous. We 
find that whilst everything else is 
modified, all the appurtenances of 
wxYrship are untfniched—garments, 
phrases, habits. And so it is in So¬ 
cialism Deductions from mid-nine¬ 
teenth century science.from early nine¬ 
teenth century philosophy, from late 
eighteenth century politics and eco¬ 
nomics. like verses of Holy Writ are 
uttered today in their delightfully 
archaic language and forms, and her¬ 
etic is he who would set them aside 
or express them in modern ways. 
That view is alien to us. A stereo¬ 
typed S<»ciali*m—except of course in 
its ultimates—is not Socialism at all.
